WEDNESDAY’S SUMMARY 

The vice of the is overmaeleriug 
haste Some of the news aKOuoiea seem to 
think that if the public do not get a battle 
every day interest in the war wiil subside. 
And BO when there is no real information 
the rumormonger is set to worK Three 
very outrageous examples of the sort of lies 
dished up for the unoffending reader must 
be recorded this morning. The circura 
staniial story of an explosion on the battle 
ship Orel at Cronstadt, by which ten 
stokers were killed is absolutely denied. 
There is not a word from aoy reliable 
Monrca confirming the reported assault on 
I’ort Arthur. The Russian Admiralty 
insists that the Bogatyr has not been 
blown up, and that Admiral Bkyrdlofl 
hopts to save her. 

The fact is that ihe only absolutely safe 
reports on which to form an opiuion are 
those sent out from time to time bv the 
Rnssian and Japanese Generals. From 
these it is gathered that skirmishing is 
going on almost daily between the advance 
guard. Usually the tight is between Jap 
anese infantry and C ossacks, and in most 
of these affairs the Japanese have been 
remarkably successful.

WEDNESDAY’S SUMMARY. 

The vioe of (be age is overmaeieriog 
hasle. Some of (he news agonoiee seem to 
think (hat if (be public do not get a battle 
•very day interest in the war will subside. 
And so when (here is no real information 
the rumormonger is set to work. Three 
very outrageous examples of the sort of lies 
dished up for the nnoncnding reader must 
be reootded this morning. The circum¬ 
stantial story of an explosion on the battle¬ 
ship Orel at Oronstadt, by which ten 
stokers were killed is absolutely denied. 
There is not a word from any reltablo 
source oontlrmiog the reported assault on 
Port Arthur. The Russian Admiralty 
insists that (he Bogatyr has not been 
blown up, and that Admiral Bkyrdlofl 
hopts to save her. 

Tbe fact is (hat the only absolutely safe 
reports on which to form an opinion are 
those sent out from time to time bv the 
Russian and Japanese Oeoerals. From 
these it is gathered that skirmishing is 
going on almost daily between the advance 
guard. Usually the tight is between Jap¬ 
anese infantry and Cossacks, and in most 
of (beee affairs the Japanese have been 
remarkably successful. The points of 
contact suggest that the Japanese army is 
moving almost doe west, and that appar 
ently the original idea of an enveloping 
movement, which would cut the railway 
near Murkden behind Kuropatkin's army, 
has been abandoned. Their ie no news re¬ 
garding oportions on the Liaotung pen- 
ioBula. It must be remembered that the 
Jupanese have to send tbeir reports GoO 
miles to Japan before publioatiuu, while 
the Russians can get reports through the 
enemy’s linos only by native runners.

THURSDAY’S SUMMARY. 

The Russian authorities frankly say they 
have no knowledge of what is happening at 
Port Artbnr, and therefore can neither ooo 
hrm nor deny the story that serious land 
Gghtmg is in progress. The last news Kuro- 
patkiri received from Port Arthur was dated 
May lU, and it referred to the action near 
Kiuebow on May IG. Tlie destruction of 
docks at Dalny has been suspended, Goner 
al Btoessel txpresbing the hope that ho can 
hold the city. There was a bombardment 
of Port Arthur on the morning of Tuesday, 
end on Wednesday morning The Chicago 
News uorrespondeut, a very reliable man, 
reported the presence of eight Japanese 
ships in Society Bay apparently assisting a 
landing party. The Japanese are pegging 
away steadily at tbeir great task, whicu is 
all the greater becanse as yet there is no 
place nnder tbeir control near Port Arthur 
where siege guns can bo landed. 

Kuropatkin is not going to retire. He is 
rather nispoeed to advance. The Cossack 
raides have been of value in retarding the 
Japanese columns because of the fear that 
a long line of ooramunioationH may not be 
safe from tbo raiders. The Cossack 
movement into Corea also is serious. Two 
bodies one 1.300 strong and another of 
IGUO men. are said to be operating in the 
northern provinces to the great aunovanoe 
of the Japanese, who with slow-moving 
infantry, cannot follow the nimble raideri-.

A dcspntch from Lo* Angeles, 
Cal., Bays Kt;v. Frank Do tVilt 
Talmago preached from the following 
text : Deuteronomy xxv, 4, "Thou 
shall not mu/.zlc the o.\ when ho 
treadeth out the corn.' . 

Mosen was the llrf.t great states-* 
man that I know of who recognizocl 
the rights of dumb animals. It is u 
significant fact that in this earl^ 
code of laws he should have given 
Itigal rights to animals as well ar, 
to men and women. It was a 
sound and rigide-ous cour.se. and 1 
am glad lo remember that we, too, 
have not (/nly laws to prevent the ill 
usuago of animals, but also iii the 
Humane society an organization to 
sec that tho.se are enforced. I want 
to show you this morning why every ^ 
Christian should ho in touch with 
that society and that its principles 
should ho applicKl to all clas.ses and 
all ages. 'ITiere is no reason why 
th« admonition should be limited to 
the farmer. The boy sliould bo 
tatight to be gfjod to his pet dogs 
and squirrels: the drnyman .should bo 
compelled to lighten the load if his 
hor.so is too weak to dinw it; the 
hackmnn should he required to blan¬ 
ket hi.s sleod shivering in the chill 
blasts of winter; the sportsman 
should bo prohibited Khn(»ting the

What can bo wxid on behalf of tne 
moet universally animal on foco 
of the earth 7 . He is an agile and 
graceful creature, skilful In many 
ways, full of .resources, intelligent, a 
useful scavenger when he can be kept 
to thot employment, full of co^ 
placcnt happiness, and despera^y 
plucky. When living undisturbed in 
his own haunts the rat is a*' 
tionate parent and comrade. Catch 
sight of a rat sitting at peace on 
his haunches, smoothing his wh^kers 
and it is a pretty spectacle. Ho is 
said to bo cleanly in his personal 
habits, although ho is always at 
home in the sowers. 

His savage disposition is without 
doubt the result of the centuries of 
hunting of which he has been the 
victim. Ho was never popular, and 
hn.s, therefore, always been hunted. 
One wonders what ho might have 
been had he over been given -a chance. 

IMPORTED RAT. 

It is the brown rot which plagues 
England to-day, 'The old English 
black rat, a smaller and more ele¬ 
gant rodent, for less fierce and harm¬ 
ful, has been almost annihilated by 
hlo own brother. 

The black rat was introduced Into 
England in tho middle ages, coming 
from tho cast in ships. He is the 
ancestor of all tho fancy rats kept 
largely now as [Kjts. The brown rat 
also came from the oast—from wes¬ 
tern 'Chinn, to be precise. He g^rnd- 
ually spread over Europe, and in 
IT.'IO he first appeared in England, 
having been convovod on ships sail¬ 
ing from the Baltic. He has now 
over-run Great Britain and been 
taken further westward by ships to 
America, in parts of which continent 
he abounds by tho million. On one 
Jamaica sugar plantation 89*000 
rats have been destroyed in a year. 

OMNIVOROUS DIET. 

A rat’s diet is omnivorous. Noth¬ 
ing seems to come amiss to him. 
Possibly this is tho result of his be¬ 
ing continually hunted from place 
lo place and time and again driven 
by stress of hunger to cat anything 
that his teeth can surmount. Ho is 
always working havoc in game plan- 
tot ions and poultry farms, dcstroy- 
fcg eggs, and eating the young 
»irds. Ho has been known to gnaw 
Roles in the bodies of fat pigs, and 
destroy tho solos of elephants' feet. 

Tho London docks have always 
been a favorite haunt of the rodents. 
Over 5,000 have been killed in a 
month by the ofllcinl rat-catcher. 
Formerly these rats were taken out 
alive nnd .old to dog owner, for 
sporting purposes. Happily this has 
now been stopped. 

Tho carcases of theso rats have 
been found to contain germ* of bu¬ 
bonic plague, A penalty of $10 
hangs over the head of any person 
who takc.s away a live rat. '^The 
carca.e.s arc collected every morning 
and cremated on the quajsidc In the 
presence of an official. 

HARD FIGHTERS. 

Tho sowers of London were once 
swarming with tho rodents, and the 
sower men were in the habit cf mak¬ 
ing large incomes by catching the 
ruts and soiling them for sporting 
purposes at 75 cents a dozen. Many 
a grim encounter did these men have 
in blind underground passages when 
.several rats were brought to bay, 
and it required no small amount of

But. when all 
is quiet, he will recover himself, and 
move away as fast as possible. 

Tho very worst that a rat can do 
in in attacking human beings. 
Tramps lying by tho roadside or in 
brick-yards in country places, have 
been killed by the rodents, and only 
too often have hungry-pressed rats 
attacked infants in their cradles, 
sometimes killing them. 

SOME GOOD POINTS. 

As for tho good in him, there are 
many true stories. His intelligence 
has been seen often. Perhaps the 
best-known instanco Is that of the 
rats which, robbing a poultry yard, 
could conceive of no better way of 
carrying off the eggs than by gett¬ 
ing one of their number to lie on his 
hack and clasp the eggs on his sto¬ 
mach. Then several rats pulled 
their recumbent brother’s tail, while 
others pushed his shoulders. Thus 
egg after egg was safely hidden in 
their burrow. 

A rat has been known to cross a 
swollen torrent in Scotland seated 
on a swan's back. Other rats have 
made friends with dogs, and fed 
often from the same platter. When 
the dogs were absent, they would 
never feed, knowing that the pre¬ 
sence of their canine friends meant 
safety. 

Although w’hcn driven desperate 
with hunger they will dccour one an¬ 
other, in time of plenty their affec¬ 
tion is almost human. 

A Sussex clergyman has told how 
he saw a number of rats migrating 
from one district to another, and in 
Ihe middle of tho company an old 
blind rat with n twig in his mouth, 
by which he was being safely led by 
R younger rodent. Instances of 
rats leading blind comrades by the 
ears to feeding places. and placing 
food close to their muzzles, have 
been observed more than once. This 
is more than many human beings 
will do for their weaker brethren.

LOSS OF l^HE MIYAKO. 

The Miyako was loet while aBsist- 

qr in Ukj operations of clearing the 
. oflsian mines from Kerr Bay, north¬ 
east of Talienwan Bay. on which Port 
Dalny is situated, says a despatch 
from Tokio, Admiral Kataoka (com¬ 
mander of the third squadron) re¬ 
turned there Sunday with a detach¬ 
ment of his srjuadron, protecting two 
flotillas of torpedo boats which had 
been detailed to complete sweeping 
the harbor by the removal of mines. 
Five mines were discovered and ex¬ 
ploded, and the work was being sus¬ 
pended for the day when the Miyako 
stroick an undiscovered mine, which 
exploded with tremendous force under 
her stern, on the port side, and in¬ 
flicted immense damage to the hull. 
The Miyako sank in twenty-two min¬ 
ute*. Two sailors were killed, and 
twenty-two men were wounded. The 
re»t of the crew wore rescued. 

The news of the loss of the Miyako 
has beer sorrowfully received in To- 

o. The d.angerous character of the 
work in which the Miyako was en¬ 
gaged is generally appreciated, but 
It was thought that the loss of tor¬ 
pedo boat No. 48 under similar cir¬ 
cumstances Thursday last wotild 
serve as a warning to those engaged 
In the work to exereific the greatest 
care. 

The Miyako was a cruiser of 1.800 
tons displacement, and was 314 fort 
long. Her armament consisted of 
two 4.7-inrh quick-firing guns and 
ten three-pounders. 

BAD ROADS RETARD JAPS. 

The lack of news from the seat of 
war is comparable with the situation 
before the battle of the Yalu, when 
tlie curtoin wns i-erfietually down, 
says a London despatch. There .are 
no grounds for believing the reports 
from Chinese of lighting at 
Yang. Not a word has l)cen received 
concerning the ^orations of tlie in- 
\mders on thoTJao-Yang Penin.vula, 
and but for the loss of the cruised 
Miyako and the operations of the 
ubiquitous C'hunchuses there would 
hardly be an incident to be reported, 

Chinese arriving at Sliaiighni. pro- 
ferysedly from Pprt Arthur, say that 
the Japanese ai*'' vigorously besieging 
the fortToss l)y land and sea. and that 
they are bombarding both it and 
Dalny. I’hey add that the garrison 
Is di»5>atisried and will surrender. Such 
yams are always to be obtained at 
Shanghai. 

Of the progress of the axhance to¬ 
wards Liao-Yong the only official 
statement, is contained in a despatcli 
from Gen. Pflug reiterating that a 
considerable section of the Japanese 
main army is concentrating nortb- 
wa*Jt of Takufhan, and is sup[)o®’d to 
be moving toward n point beyond 
llai-Chcng or Haitjoo. Ho says that 
the advance from reng-Wang-Cheng 
toward.", has been markesJ 

by indcMrision. but this information is 
not later than May 13. 

Th^ general staff in St. rotersburg 
has been informed, arcorefing to a 
Paris newspaper, that Gen. Kuroki's 
army i.s only moving on Liao-Yang 
at the rate of six miles daily, owing 
to th<* hadncf.s of the roods and fre¬ 
quent skirmirh's with Cossacks.

Seioyin, sixty 
miles east of I.iao-Yang, was occu¬ 
pied Thursday, while the rumor that 
Siuycn was occupied after an en¬ 
gagement leads to the deduction that 
the Japane.SA* plan is to mask I’ort 
Artliur with a relatively small force, 
and to endeavfjr to envelop and de¬ 
stroy (ion.

For making bordeaux. ths method 
■uggsoted by M. B. Waits of ths 
Uaitsd States department of sgrioU- 
turs is vory satiMactory. A rough 
plaMorm was built on a side hlU. on 
which wore the barrels dkmtaining ths 
stock solutions of lime and sulphats, 
and two holf-barrels having short 
pieces of garden hoso attached to 
tho bottoms. To make the bor- 
doaux, stock solution of four pounds 
lime Was put into one half-barrel, 
and tho solution of six pounds sul¬ 
phate in the other; both were filled 
with water by means of a hose. 

Tho spray cart was then backed up 
at the lower side of tho platform gnp 
the two dilute mixtures run out 
through the strainer into the pump 
barrel through the pieces of hose. By 
this means the lime and sulphur are 
diluted, thoroughly mlxedf while be¬ 
ing run into tho barrel, and not com¬ 
bined too rapidly to'*make a good 
mixture. Under these conditions a 
light flocculent percipitate is formed 
that will not settle rapidly. If tbs 
solutions are too concentrated when 
brought together or are not suffici¬ 
ently mixed, the percipitate is coars¬ 
er and heavier and is likely to settle 
within a few minutes, with bad rw* 
suits. 

Unless for very good reasons, the 
proportion of lime to sulphate given 
In the directions should be used. If 
than four pounds of lime to six 
pounds of sulphate Is used, the fo¬ 
liage is likely to be burned. Ths gen¬ 
eral tendency, however, is to use 
more limo. This is undesirable far 
three reasons. It is ths Hbm parti¬ 
cles that ore likely to clog the aoe- 
zlcs, so the more lime used ths more 
liable the nozzles are to cloggixtf. 
Secondly, the more 11ms used tfie 
more easily the mixture is wadhed off. 
Thirdly, it is the sulphate that is 
effective in killing the qzeres and pre¬ 
venting the blade rot. 

The lime is added simply is cotmi- 
eract sufficiently the poisonous ac¬ 
tion of the sulphate so that it will 
not also injure the foliage. The aim 
in making bordeaux is to make the 
sulphate as dr3tructiTe as possible to 
tho fungus without also being lnj\n*l- 
ous to the leaves of the plants. If 
more lime is added than Is necessary 
for this purpose, the toxic action of 
the sulphate may be so far weakened 
that it will not kill all the fungous 
spores and rot as well as other trou¬ 
bles may follow.

the Opposition which is loth to admit 
that the country can thrive under 
Liberal tule. The mode of figuring 
out the surpluses is, they say, a sham ; 
instead of deducting ordinary expend i- 
ture from Revenue and calling the 
remainder a surplus, we should add 
capital to ordinary expenditure and 
deduct tbo sum of the two fiom 
revenue. That might give us a clear, 
er idea of yearly intake and outgo. 
Mr. Fielding however is simply 
following the old plan, and in order to 
compare Liberal with Tory finance, 
cannot very well depart from it. It 
would scarcely be fair to ask him to 
include capital expenditure as part of 
their cmtlay when the Tories in arriv 
ing at there surpluses excluded it. 

Since 1867 the surpluses—excess of 
revenue over ordinary expenditure— 
have amounted to .$82,000,000, the de¬ 
ficits to $23,000,000. From 1894 to 
1897, that is to say in the last four 
years of Tory rule, there was a deficit 
every year, aggregating over $0,000,- 
000, or an average of $1,000,000 per 
annum. Since then there has been a 
surplus every year, notwitbstanding 
the reduction of tariff by Liberals. 
The aggregate Liberal surplus in this 
period not counting the $16,000,000 for 
the current year which expires on 
June 30th. amounted to $42,000,000. 
In other words, over one-half the 
^KfireKAte surpluses since Confedera¬ 
tion have been accumulated since the 
Liberals took office in 189G ; while the 
surplus for the present year will be 
more than twice us great as the larg* 
est ever rolled up by the Tories, name¬ 
ly, $7,000,000 in 1882. In 1882 the 
the precentage of duty on goods enter, 
ed for consumption, duitable and free, 
exceeded 19 per cent. In 1903 it was 
below 16 per cent. Diminished tax* 
ation has nevertheless yeilded a great¬ 
er revenue—a sure sign of wide-spread 
p^ospe^it}^ From 1874 to 1878 the 
L'beral.s fell on a wintry Uime, their 
deficits for those five yeaJs aggregat¬ 
ing $8,000,000. In the tW3 years 1885 
and 1885 and 1886 the Tories had to 
chronicle deficit, $800,000, occurred in 
1888, and then came the series of four 
from 1894 to 1897 already referred to. 

The Torries have two cries, one con¬ 
tradicting the other :-Fir8t, Mr. Field¬ 
ing’s surpluses show that ho is taxing 
the people to much ; secondly they 
show that he is not taxing them 
enough his bloated revenues being due 
to growth of imports which are cutt- 
ing the ground from under Canadian 
industries. Flog high, flog low the 
brethern “squeal.” Reasonable persons 
gather from bis surpluses, amassed 
under reduced Customs taxation, that 
the country is doing well under the 
existing regime and that it would not 
be wise to create a disturbancs by 
changing either men or measures.

border of the fruit belt. The Baldwin 
Greeding, Ontario, Spy and Blenhein 
have been killel in places where they 
are usually considered hardy. Top- 
grafting only very slightly increases 
0ie hardiness of the variety. None of 
the large apple-producing sections 
were seriously injured. 

The Flemish Beauty Pear again 
proved one of the hardiest of good 
varieties. In both apple and pear 
orcliards the trees suffered much less 
from frost and more from mice when 
grow'n in sod or cover crop. 

Plums were killed in some of the 
heavy plum-producing sections, and in 
all probability the buds are so serious¬ 
ly iujuried every where as to render a 
heavy crop this year improbable. 

The reports from the Essex peach 
district show a damage approaching 
that of 1899 ; 50 per cent of the trees 
will be killed outright. The Niagara 
district is not so severely injured. 
Tlie Crawford type proved particular¬ 
ly tender. 

Cherries are also injured severely 
in bud. Small fruits escaped with 
less injury.

CHEESE AND BACON. 

Nowadays w'e marvel at tlie i^;nof- 
RDce of the old theologians who ful- 
uiinatod against comets in order to 
expel them from the heavens. But 
what is the difference, in principle, be¬ 
tween undertaking to regulate those 
wandering children children of the 
Cosmos and professing to adjust tlie 
price of commodities in England by 
means of legislation passed in Canada? 

There has been a decided fall of late 
in the price of cheese and bacon in the 
British market, and therefore in Can- 
ada too. The imports of bacon into 
the United Kingdom in 1D02 were 
X* 111,400,000. Of tiiis wo contributed 
X’1,200,000 worth. Tl»e rest came 
principally from the United Slates and 
Denmark. The Tories assert, or at 
any rate, lot it be understood, that, 
if they wore in power, they could send 
up the price in England, whicli sets 
the price here, since wo are consi<ier- 
able j exporters, by augmenting our 
duties on foreign baccn. Our imports 
of bacon, hams and shoulders in 11)013 
came to §100,000, practically all from 
the States. By taxing the.‘<e imports, 
we should compel Englishmen to pay 
as a better price for our far larger 
volume of bacon exports to them! A 
law to suspend the force of gravity or 
drive the Niagara River back over tlie 
Falls, would obviously be just as sane. 

In 1002 the United Kingdom import¬ 
ed cheese ol the value of l'(), luO.OOO. 
of which Canada sent i'l,300,000 
worth. The English price regulates 
the price here. How can any rational 
being supposis that legislation of ours 
could increase the English apjetitn 
for cheese, or diminish the .supply of 
English-made cheese, or nievent Hol¬ 
land, France and the United Statis 
from shipping theirs to England, so as 
to bring about higher prices then? 
It is as wild a dream as that of raising 
the price of wheat in Liverpool by 
taxing American wheat entering Can¬ 
ada. 

The Tories could not liolp the C.in- 
adian producers of cheese and bacon, 
but they could,^aud , nobahly would.

The auction system of marketing 
live stock advocated by tho Live Stock 
Commissioner, Ottawa, seems to be 
gaining ground steadily and surely. 
This month at Calgary nearly four 
hundred head of pure bred cattle have 
gone under the hammer at the sale 
conducted by the Territorial Breeders’ 
j Associations, aud several district 
' smles are being established in Ontario. 

' The Seugog Agricultural Society and 
the Fort Perry Board of Trade are now 
: arranging for an important sale to be 
: held at Port Perry on Juno l(3th, 11)04. 
Tiiese sales will bo held at intervals, 

, and if snllicienl encouragement is ex- 
I lemled to tliem, tiny will probably be 
I liold monthly, to sell by auction all 
kinds of (arm animals, including 
j Stockers, fat stock, dairy cows, pig*^, 
etc. Several very prominent breeders 
of purebred stock are consigning ex¬ 
cellent animals lo the first sale, aud 
persont desiring to contribute either 
purebreds, Stockers, milch cows or 
pigs may obtain particulars from the 
Secretary, Mr. J. Jl. Brown, Port 
Perry. A number of buyers from the 
Toronto Stock Yards will be on nand 
Thi.s will be a great convenience to the 
farmers and slock raisers of the dis¬ 
trict, bringing tho buyers and sellers 
to-ctlier for disposing of sur-f»lus stock. 
In England ami Scotland nearly all 
I stock is sold in this way in the Market 
; towns on .stated day.-^, which proves a 
j great advantage to the seller and con- 
I vcnience to the buyer.

I Tiio injui ie.s from mice will amount to 
j 2i) per cent of nil nursery stock and 
; young treiM under four years of age in 
Outurio and Quebec. The Maritime 
I Provinco.s suffered to a much less 
' extent. British Columbia escaped al¬ 
most entirely. Little or no precaution 
I was taken anywhere to prevent the 
ravages of mice. 

The damage by frost, though exceed¬ 
ingly serious in Ontario and Quebec, 
w’ill not effect to any great extent the 
amount of fruit put on the market this 
year, except in the case of plums and 
peaches. Apples and pears were 
seriously Injured along the northern

RIGMAROLE. 


The Word Crldentlr Comra I>owa to 
Va From *‘nanrmnn Rolla.’* 

The word rigmarole l» applied now¬ 
adays, wltli the contemptuous empha¬ 
sis of slang, to describe a long, unin¬ 
telligible statement. .\t one lime it 
must have been a word of some weight, 
for Byron In “Don Jnan” Bi)oak3 thus 
of it: “Ills speech was a flno sample, 
on the M'hole, of rhetoric, which the 
learned call ‘rigmarole.’ ’’ 

It was certainly associated with W’hat 
were known In law as “ragman rolls,” 
lengthy dee<ls with seals attached, 
whose lack of lucidity probably gave 
rise to the wonl'.s modern lueaning. 
Even papal bulls were so described 
during the middle ages, while the rag¬ 
man roll by which Edward I. bound 
the Scottish nobles Is of historical 
celebrity. This was a cumbersome and 
complicated deed, consisting of thirty- 
five pieces of parchment sewn together. 

'Ihere was a vejy old game called 
ragman roll. In which the players pull¬ 
ed from a roil of parchment i)aper8 at¬ 
tached to seals huijg outside, on which 
various characters were Inscribed. 

The primary derivation of “ragman** 
Is very doubtful. In “i’icis riowinan" 
it Is api)lie;l to the evil one. and J*i 
Icelaiulic it means one who is coward¬ 
ly or confused.—London .Vnswers.

If there is a 
second curtain call the star and associ¬ 
ate player of the opposite sex appear 
together on the stage to respond to it, 
and abould a third 'call from the ou- 
dience be given the entire company ap¬ 
pears In answ'er to it The customs of 
our stage generally reverse this proce¬ 
dure. Among us the first curtain call 
is responded to by the entire company, 
the second by three or four or five of 
the principal players, the third by the 
leading man and woman alone, and 
then If there are more by the star or 
leading player. 

’’This Is of course dealing with the 
subject in a gcnernl way and consider¬ 
ing the circumstances as those which 
may ordinarily obtain. Where two or 
three players only are concerned In 
the scene that brings the applause, 
why, naturally the other members of 
the company would have no nart in 
the responses.”

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FOn THE FARMER’S WIFE. 

Flan your work systematically. 
Lon’t arrange to do all of your hard 
jobs in one day, but on the days 
when you wash, iron and churn plan 
that the rest of the housework may 
bo as light as possible. If you val¬ 
ue the health of your family, serve 
as little fried food as possible, and 
don’t waste your time and strength 
making ricii pies, cakes and dough¬ 
nuts. Cook a diflerent vegetable 
each day to serve with the potatoes 
and meat. Have whole wheat bis¬ 
cuits or rolls at least once a day, 
and cereals well cooked and served 
with milk or cream and sugar may 
well take the plnce of more compli¬ 
cated food. Use plenty of fruits in 
their season and dried or canned 
fruits out of season. Make out a 
bill of faro for cash day in the week 
You may have to make variations 
sometimes, but it will prbvc a help. 

Have regular hours for work, rest 
and recreation. Don’t say you 
have no time to rest. Unless you 
arc stronger than the average wom¬ 
an you must find time to rest or you 
will sufler tlio consequences sooner or 
later. In the economy of life, 
health is of a thousand times more 
value than wealth. Take a bath 
every morning upon rising. If you 
have no bathroom and it is not al¬ 
ways convenient to take a sponge 
bath, use a good flesh brush.

Sicnin one and 
onc-holf or two hours. To be eat¬ 
en with pudding sauce. Splendid. 

Pocketbooks.—Warm 1 qt. new 
milk, add 1 cup yeast, 2 well-beaten 
eggs. 4 tablespoons molted butter, 3 
teaspoons sugar, and flour suffleient 
for a moderately stiff batter; let rise 
over night. In the morning stir in 
all the flour you need, ns for bread, 
and let rise again. Then roll in a 
sheet half an inch thick, cut in 
squares, butter one side and fold 
over like a pocketbook. They will 
rise in a very short time, then bake, 
and they will bo pronounced delic- 
cious. 

Garnishing for Boiled Fish.—Mix 
with 2 cups dried bread crumbs a 
little salt and essence of anchovy 
to taste, also a few drops of cochi¬ 
neal suffleient to color crumbs. Rub 
all well together between hands until 
crumb.s are cv'cnly dyed. on 

a dish and dry in oven until^%jsp, 
then bottle. These sprinkled dver 
any boiled fish, such as cod. look 
very pretty.

THE ABSTEMIOUS JAPANESE. 

Amazing Amount of Work on a 
Light Diet. 

In the war between Russia and 
Japan the problem of furnishing a 
food supply will be for both coun¬ 
tries one of the hardest to solve, and 
will limit (he number of men that 
can be put into the field. In this, 
says the author of "Japanese Physi¬ 
cal Training,” great advantage will 
lie with the little islandern because 
of the amount of work they aro able 
to do on a small amount of food. 

The Japanese arc naturally abste¬ 
mious in the rantt»?r of eating. Rice 
is the staple of diet, with dried fish 
ns almost the only meat, and with 
plenty of vegetables and fruit when 
they can be obtained. 

An American traveller in Nagasaki 
was umo/ed one day at seeing the 
swiftness with which the Japanese 
men and women, boys and girls, 
passed baskets of coal from lighter 
to ship, chattering ineanwhilo ns if 
It were but a picnic in which they 
w’cre engaged. When noon came and 
they stopped for lunch he went 
among them and examined their j>ro- 
visions. One had an apple, a toma- 
nbout three heaping tablespoonfuls 
of boiled rice. Another had two ‘ 
tomatoes and a tiny rice cake. Of 
the man wMth the onion the travel¬ 
ler asked : 

“Is that all you have?” 

"Why. .^es.” was the reply. "I 
would not care to eat more just now 
for I have five hours’ more work this 
afternoon.” 

“What did you eat for breakfast?” 

"Oh, something very fine; a bowl 
of rice with some little strips of 
dried fish.” 

”.\nd what will you eat to-night, 
when work i.s done?” 

“Probably some boiled fresh fish, 
lettuce, tomatoes, onions and cu¬ 
cumbers." 

Accustomed to such a light diet 
from infancy, the Jafwncsc builds 
great endurance on it. On the road 
to Peking the Japanese* soldiers out¬ 
marched all the other troops, and 
at the end of a day required only a 
handful of rice and a kettle of boil¬ 
ing water to prepare a diet which 
met every requirement.

HOUSE OF THE FUTURE. 

Changes in the Homes of 
Next Generation. 

The twentieth century house, when 
it is thoroughly worked out. will be 
very different in character from the 
houses of any former period. For 
exonipi**. it is very doubtful whether 
it will have chimneys. It scem.s pro¬ 
bable that electric heating will super¬ 
sede the coal fire, and in that case 
not only will the chimney-stack and 
the blackened and blackening chimney¬ 
pots go. but also the internal group¬ 
ing of the room about the fireplace; 
instead there will be a heater in the 
centre of the apartment. At present 
electric heaters appear to be designed 
by iron-mongers’ apprentices in their 
spare moments, btit there is no trea¬ 
son why an electric heater should not 
be made a very gracious and beauti¬ 
ful thing. Moreover, tho air in rooms 
will .be spun out by nn electric fan 
and will come in through a proper 
shaft and filter, and these appliances 
not only afford scope for thr design¬ 
er and metal worker, and the emer¬ 
gence of the air shaft upon the roof 
an architectural feature, but they re¬ 
lease tho windows from the ta.sU of 
ventilation. The architect will no 
longer be tied to the hygcnic sash 
window nor obliged to keep the tops 
of his windows close to the ceiling 
level; he will place them entirelv for 
light and for beauty of internal and 
external effbet.

An inscription discovered on May 
30. 1878, in Rome, not far from 
the stables of the "Greens.” gives 
very curious details about the career 
of a young Jockey named Cresceus, 
who began radng in 116 A. D.. when 
18 years of age, and died iii 124. 
Cresceus. a Mauretanian by birth and 
belonging, therefore, to the best hor¬ 
sey race in the world, won his first 
laurels at the twenty-fourth nnd last 
nm on Aug. 1, 115, driving four hors¬ 
es—Gircius, Acceptor, Dolicatus and 
Cotymus. During the ten years ol 
hip professional life he ran 668 timei 
and won 47.

NIMROD AND NINEVEH. 

Much could be said ^ont the 
mountain journeys of Alexander the 
Great. were incidents of his conquer¬ 
ing career. Strabo says that while 
crossing one of the ranges of Bactri- 
ana he was so charmed with the beaxi- 
11 fill scenery of those heights that he 
halted for some time on the top of 
the pass, nnd invited his generals to 
a haiiguct. 

Instances are not wanting, however, 
of sovereigns who, out of sheer curi¬ 
osity or longing after new senaations. 
or to show" their pluck, or to do 
something out of the ordinary routine 
climbed difficult and perilous peaks. 

Philip III.. King of Macedonia, was 
the firf4 known member of the Al¬ 
pine brotherhood. His portrait ought 
to be given the place of honor in all 
our Alpine clubs. Livy, in Chapter.^ 
XXI. and XXII.. of the fortieth 
book, gives an account of his as¬ 
cent of Mount Ilae.muH in the Rho¬ 
dope range (the Hcminah Dagh in 
the eastern Balkans), which took 
place in the year 181 B. C. 

Philip had hoard that from the 
summit of the mountain one could 
behold at the same time the Adriatic 
and the Black Sea. and follow the 
course of the Danube as far as its 
springs. Accordingly he determined 
to try the experiment in company 
with hlii sons, but the wise men of 
the place described to him the hard¬ 
ships of the ascent in such dark col¬ 
ors that the .voung princes were left 
in camp, and the journey undertaken 
only bv the King, with the usual ret¬ 
inue of porters and guides. 

It took the royal party three days 
to reach the summit and two to de¬ 
scend.

When hostilities wore pend¬ 
ing between these two countries wo 
heard from Russian official sources 
that the enormous inercuRo of arma¬ 
ments in Japan had crippled her 
economic resources, hence a war of 
any magnitude would inevitable <#pell 
disa.ster and bankruptcy. If one 
considers for a moment the position 
of certain great European powers, 
the plausibility of the idea is appar¬ 
ent. jiarticularly in dealing with a 
county that has only during con. 
paratively recent years adopted th« 
lines of these grout countries. At 
tho very onset, then, one is called 
means of acquiring wealth along the 
upon to Viismiss this Idea of econo¬ 
mic bankruptcy.

JAPAN’S PROGRESS. 

During the last ten years th© 
amount expended on education has 
increased .^24 per cent., whilst agri¬ 
culture and commerce has advanced 
some 632 per cent.. Justice 215 i>cr 
cent, and communication.^ .'•62 per 
cent. This surely denotes extraor* 
dinary imogress and shows that .lar 
pan'.s advance In culture and civil',., 
zntion has during these latter flays 
been more rapid than her devclofi- 
meni in militarism. But how is 
this amount produced by which pow¬ 
er is given to so many departments 
of national life ? The elasticity of 
Japan's revenue i.s bewildering, for, 
notwithstanding the (enormous 
growth of revenue, the democracy of 
the country are not heavily laden 
whh taxes. And again the incre.aso 
in postal receipts and state rallwoys 
prove that Japan is not exhausted 
by taxation. Her industrial pro- 
gross i.s enormous, and it places the 
country in a healtlt> position to 
withstand .^the tremendous financial 
.strain of a great campiiipii 'rh« 
bright picture drawn of Japan canrf 
not be repeated in dealing with the 
financial possibilities of Russia. 
What are the actual resources which 
the Russian governmenT have at its 
disposal for the prosecution of the 
war. and their extent ? According 
to M. .A. Oerothwohl, in' his admlr 
able article in the curre^it issue of 
The Monthly Review, on Jan. 1 last 
the Russian government must have 
had at its immediate and entire clisr 
posal some £40,000.000. with a first 
j>ossible reserve of another £65,- 
POO.OOO, but it is necessary to de¬ 
duct from the combined total some 
£15.000.0f(0 to ineel the gidu charg¬ 
es on the external debt for one year. 

This total would seem to allow 
Russia to carry on the war for 
about 18 months without seeking a 
fresh loan. "But,’’ as M. A. Ger- 
othwohl says, "will Russia wait be¬ 
long before borrowing ? T think 
not, for sundrey rdason." One agree! 
with the writer when he Implies that 
Russia is most likely waiting for 
"the first great succ.ess of her arms” 
The strange condition of Russian di¬ 
plomacy does not admit of such open 
treatment of the financial conditioo 
of the country ns was possible with 
Japan, but it Is clear from the facts 
to hand that Russia’s financial con¬ 
dition is unhealthy, and that sh* 
dare not wait until her re.<»ources nr« 
complete! V exhausted. Hence th« 
balance of financial staying power 
remains with the little Jap.

STRENGTH OF MAIL’S LIMBS. 

As a result of some very interest' 
iag experimen-ts made by sciontkStP 
a^l physiologists, with a view to 
determine the relative strength of 
right and left limbs, it has been as¬ 
certained that over .'iO per cent, o, 
the men examined had the right arm 
stronger than the left; 10 i per cent, 
had the two arms of equal length 
and strength; and 32.7 per cent, hod 
the left arm stronger than tile right. 
Of women 46.0 per cent, had tbd 
right arm stronger than the left; 
24.fi per cent, had the left stronger 
than the right. In order to arrive 
at the average length of limbs fifty 
skoletons were measured—twenty-ftv«’ 
of each sex. Of these twenty-thn'e 
had the right arm and left leg longi r 
six the left arm and fdght leg. while 
in sexentoen cases all the members 
’ wore more or less equal in length.
